What was the first special education school? 
In 1817 the first special education school in 
the United States, the American Asylum for 
the Education and Instruction of the Deaf 
and Dumb (now called the American School 
for the Deaf), was established in Hartford, 
Connecticut, by Gallaudet. 


The 1944 Education Act created provision 
for children with disabilities to receive 
"special educational treatment” in special 
schools. Children were required to have a 
medical assessment to be eligible for this. 
Some children were classified as 
uneducable, and were not required to 
attend school.

November 29, 1975 

On November 29, 1975, President Gerald 
Ford signed into law the Education for All 
Handicapped Children Act (Public Law 94- 
142), or the EHA. The EHA guaranteed a 
free, appropriate public education, or FAPE, 
to each child with a disability in every state 
and locality across the country.24
